Randy Hawkins (Suz) won the 
Rhody Rovers National Champion- 
ship Enduro in Exeter, Rhode Island, 
September 30. Hawkins topped Kevin 
Hines (KTM) via a tiebreaker. Kevin 
Bennett (Hon) finished third with Jeff 
Russell (Yam) and Fred Hoess (Kaw) 
rounding out the top five finishers. 
With two rounds yet to be run, 
Hawkins leads Hines by 10 points in 
the National Championship point 
standings. 


Newly-crowned 250cc World Cham- 
pion John Kocinski (Yam) won the 
Solo Moto Superprestigio road race in 
Spain, September 30; Kocinski won all 
three legs in scoring the overall victory. 
It was not known at presstime who 
finished behind the Modesto, Califor- 
nia, resident, but Kocinski’s cham- 
pionship rival, Carlos Cardus, was 
seriously injured during practice for 
the event. Cardus reportedly suffered 
a broken ankle, a broken knee, a 
punctured lung and a broken vertebra 
in the accident. 


Another racer who was injured at the 
Superprestigio road race was Califor- 
nian Rich Oliver. Oliver crashed in 
the second leg and reportedly suffered 
a broken wrist. The Team Marlboro 
Roberts rider was scheduled to ride a 
Yamaha YZR500 in the October 6-7 
WERA Formula USA round at Indi- 
anapolis Raceway Park. The 500 ride 
will now likely go to Oliver’s team- 
mate Robbie Petersen. 


The U.S. Grand Prix will be the 
third round of the 1991 World Cham- 
pionship Road Race Series and will 
be held at Laguna Seca Interna- 
tional Raceway on April 21. The 15- 
race series will get underway in Japan 
on March 24 with the Australian round 
taking place on April 7. Following the 
April 21 U.S. GP, the series moves to 
Spain, May 12; Italy, May 19; West 
Germany, May 26; Austria, June 9; 
Yugoslavia, June 16; Holland, June 
29; Belgium, July 7; France, July 21; 
England, August 4; Czechoslovakia, 
August 25; Hungary, September 1; and 
Brazil on September 15. Malaysia has 
the reserve date on September 29 in case 
one of the other rounds is canceled. 


Two new venues are part of the 1991 
Grand Prix schedule. The Spanish 
GP will be held in Catalonia and the 
Australian GP will take place at 
Eastern Creek near Sydney. In addi- 
tion, the French GP moves to Paul 
Ricard from Le Mans, and the West 
German race will be held at Hocken- 
heim rather than Nurburgring. 


The October 6 Ensenada Gran Prix 
will take place at the Ojos Negros Off- 
Road Raceway, approximately 18 








California desert bill hits last minute snag 


t appeared that controversial California Senator Alan Cranston had finally 
| managed to get his so-called California Desert Protection Act, better known 

as SII, on track and headed toward approval on Wednesday, September 26, 
in the Senate’s Energy and Natural Resources Committee. However, the Cranston 
proposal, which would close millions of acres in the desert to motorized recreation, 
was stalled when deliberations took place on several unrelated legislative issues 
during the mark-up session in Washington D.C. 

The desert bill had been scheduled for mark-up, which is the first voting step 
in the legislative approval process. But a political stalemate created by bill opponents 
prevented the committee from reporting the bill. As a result, time ran out on 
committee members and the last scheduled mark-up session of the year ended without 
the bill being heard. 

The Los Angeles Times reported that Cranston accused Senator Pete Wilson 
(R-California), who is running for governor of California, of “masterminding a 
procedural tactic that prevented the Energy and Natural Resources Committee from 
voting on the bill." Wilson denied Cranston’s charge. 

But word has it that the bill isn’t dead yet. According to sources close to the 
American Motorcyclist Association (AMA), there’s a chance that Committee 
Chairman J. Bennett Johnston (D-Louisiana) may schedule a special mark-up 
session on the bill upon returning to Washington on October 10 after campaigning 
for re-election in his state. It’s also possible that the bill could make its way to 
the Senate floor if Cranston attaches the bill to another piece of legislation that 
could be given more priority. 

But for now, it appears that motorcyclists and other multiple use advocates have 
dodged yet another bullet. “Obviously, opposition to the bill from motorcyclists, 
ranchers, miners and California residents has had a visible impact on lawmakers,” 
said Robert Rasor, AMA vice president of government relations. 

Rasor also pointed out that the ongoing crisis in the Middle East has underlined 
problems in the Cranston bill. “The proposals contained in S11 would certainly 
limit the military's training capabilities in the desert," he noted. “This is not 
just a California issue. We all need to continue writing letters opposing the Cranston 
bill."

Harkins, a republican from Whiteford, is campaigning for the House 
of Delegates in district 35-A. Harkins is an avid motorcyclist and teaches ATV 
and motorcycle training courses in his spare time. 

In New Hampshire, Republican Sherm Packard is a candidate for the House 
of Representatives in the 23rd district. If elected, Packard, an activist for the New 
Hampshire Motorcyclists Rights Organization who hails from Londonderry, says 
he would like to serve on the House Transportatíon Committee. 

And in Utah, Jim Billingsley is running for a seat in the House of Representatives 
from the 27th district as a Libertarian Party candidate. Billingsley, from Salt Lake 
City, says he decided to get involved in politics so he could help defend the rights 
of Utah motorcyclists. 

In addition to these AMA candidates, Republican Lowell Landowski is running 
for the U.S. House of Representatives in California's 3rd Congressional District. 
Landowski, from Sacramento, has served as a staff member of the California Off- 
Highway Vehicle Recreation Commission for the past nine years, all the while 
showing support of off-highway recreation use. During that time, he gained insight 
into OHV planning, as wellas experience in environmental and land use issues.

Rules are rules, right? 


After witnessing the San Jose Mile 
recently it became clear to us that the 
record book needs to be rewritten. It 
should read Jay Springsteen — 
National Champion, 1976, 1977; and 
Steve Eklund — National Champion, 
1978, 1979. 

In 1978, Eklund came to the Syracuse 
Mile with a 16 point lead and only 
a few races left. When the main event 
was called to the line, Eklund, while 
finishing last minute repairs, sent 
somieone up to. the referee to ask for 
two minutes to complete his work. 
Mike Kidd also needed time to com- 
plete repairs, but waited a minute or 
so later to ask for his two minutes. 
Eklund appeared at the line ready to 
race but it seems it had taken him two 
minutes and 15 seconds to get to the 
line from the time he'd asked for two 
minutes. Therefore, he was disquali- 
fied and sat on the sidelines as Mike 
Kidd rode to the line a minute later 
and the National was started. Spring- 
steen won, and Eklund left not with 
the points lead, but four points behind. 
He ultimately lost the championship 
by five points. But rules are rules, 
aren't they? 

At the San Jose Mile, Scott Parker 
crashed on the first lap. As we under- 
stand it, if an event is stopped due to 
an accident all riders must be in their 
assigned positions and ready to race 
eight minutes after the red flag or at 
such time the track has been cleared. 
Eight minutes after the red flag at San 
Jose the track had been cleared and the 
majority of the riders were sitting on 
the line ready to race. Yet it was easily 
15 minutes aftér that before the race 
was started and it was evident that the 
amount of time over what the rule calls 
for was being dictated directly by how 
much time it would take for Parker's 
bike to be repaired. 

Apparently, rules are only rules for 
some. It appears to us that Eklund's 
only crime was not being a member 
of the factory team. It is hard enough 
for privateers to compete with the 
dollars and “might” of the factories 
without having to see the rule book 
adjusted weekly to suit the factories. 

It seems that everyone keeps asking 
why NASCAR and other motorsport 
events prosper and dirt track racing 
flounders. Earlier this summer, NAS- 
CAR points leader Mark Martin was 
disqualified for having his carburetor 
settting a fraction of an inch too high. 
How many times have you seen Dale 
Earnhardt or Bill Elliott crash and 
have the race held up until they are 
through making repairs? I think not. 
Rules are rules, right? Apparently not.

Dual Sport legal 


ith the continuing popularity of 

organized dual-sport (on- and off- 

road) motorcycle rides throughout 
the country, many people have, or are 
considering, converting their four-stroke 
dirt bikes to street-legal status. These 
people, however, could run down to their 
local motorcycle shop and purchase a 
brand new dual-sport-designed motorcycle 
if they wanted to, but they know that most 
(but not all) of the dual-sport bikes 
currently on the market are aimed more 
towards street riding rather than off-road, 
which is where the majority of dual-sport 
riding occurs. 

There are plenty of advantages in 
making dirt bikes street legal. Motorcycles 
designed strictly for off-road riding are 
typically better suspended, more powerful 
and lighter compared to their street-legal 
cousins, such as Honda’s all-dirt XR 
models compared to its still popular, but 
discontinued, lineup -of on/off-road XL 
models. Unfortunately, XRs, for example, 
are not street legal in stock form, thus 
cannot be ridden in organized dual-sport 
events. But with a little bit of money and 
work in the garage, you can XL-ize your 
XR. Here's how one person did it. 

Jerry Counts, owner and operator of a 
motorcycle aftermarket company called 
Countdown Engineering, in California, 
wanted an all-dirt-oriented dual-sport bike, 
so he looked and looked until he finally 
found want he wanted — a cherry 1985 
Honda XR350. Then he went to work. 

First of all, each state's laws vary 
regarding licensing dirt bikes, so you have 
to check with your own DMV on legality. 
In California, for example, the law 
basically requires the motorcycle to carry 
a battery to keep the taillight lit for 15 
minutes, have a working brakelight, high/ 
low headlight beam, mirror, horn and turn 
signals. 

The first thing Counts did was discard 
the stock headlight and rear taillight and 
replace them with D.O.T.-legal units made 
by Acerbis. The “Baja” headlight unit 
Counts chose also comes with a small 
windshield. The rear fender unit contained 
both taillight and brakelight components 
he needed, but he found that the plastic 
rivets that hold the fender to the license 
plate subfender needed to be replaced by 
stronger aluminum rivets or bolts. A 
Honda XL brake switch was mounted on 
a frame rail and activated by a spring 
attached to the foot brake lever. For 
maximum lighting, Counts installed an 
XL stator in the XR motor, as the stock 
XR unit doesn't supply enough juice to 
power the lighting system, including the 
turn signals. Scrounging around in his 
garage, Counts located a Yamaha high/ 
low/turn signal switch that is considerably 
smaller than most OEM items. A stock XL 
Honda clutch perch was added so a stock 
XL mirror could be used. Honda XL turn 
signals were mounted up front but Counts 
used trailer clearance lights for turn signals 
at the rear. Counts is an electrical engineer 
by trade, so he did all the wiring himself. 
But he will offer tips to customers, and 
he also sells all the accessories needed to 
convert your bike. 

For personal preference reasons, an IMS 
4.6-gallon gas tank replaced the stock tank 
for more range. Other touches included an 
IMS folding shift lever, a new rear shock 
spring, different fork springs, damper rods, 
a K&N air filter and an aluminum 
Supertrapp muffler. 

'To be absolutely street legal in Califor- 
nia, a battery must also be mounted, which 
entails more complicated wiring and a 
rectifier. 

Licensing in California means getting 
a light certificate from a dealer and signing 
a statement of facts to the DMV that you 
have read and understand CHP form 888 
(which summarizes the laws concerning 
street legality of motorcycles). The DMV 
will then issue you a license plate. It is 


up to you and the local constable if you . 


areriding a legal bike, so it is recommended 
that you make it as legal as possible.

GARDENA, CA, SEPT. 29 
he 31-year history of AMA Grand 
Tees Championship dirt 
track racing at Ascot Park ended 
symbolically when a red flag halted the 
last-ever Half Mile National on the 
19th of 20 scheduled laps. 

Garvis Honda's Ronnie Jones was 
running away with the race when Will 
Davis crashed unhurt on the front 
straightaway, bringing out the red 
flag. The race was called complete and 
Jones was credited with his sixth career

win, his second at the legendary 
Gardena, California facility. 

But behind Jones there was a tinge 
of controversy as Harley-Davidson 
factory teammates Chris Carr and Scott 
Parker did battle not just for second 
place, but for the National Champion- 
ship. Parker had passed Carr on lap 
19, but with the red flag halting the 
race on that lap, the results were backed 
up to the previous lap, giving second 
place to Carr. 








However, Parker didn't see it that 
way. 

"I don't know. I thought I passed 
Carr the lap before the red flag," Parker 
said, with tuner Bill Werner nodding 
in agreement. 

The finishing order tightened up the 
point standings, and the champion- 
ship will now be decided in the final 
round of the series next weekend at the 
Sacramento Mile. At present, Parker 
leads Carr, 229 to 218, so Carr will have 
to win with Parker finishing no better 
than seventh in order for Carr to claim 
the title. 

Oklhoman Jones pocketed $5390 of 
the $35,000 purse as a standing-room- 
only crowd of 11,032 watched the 
proceedings — the largest crowd ever 
for an event at Ascot Park. 


Time Trials 


A total of 43 experts went up against 
the clocks in qualifying, and again it 
was Harley-Davidson factory rider 
Chris Carr who turned the quickest lap 
at 22.249 seconds, some ways off his 
record of 21.175 set in September of 
1989. In atypical fashion, the usually 
moist and loamy Ascot half-mile oval 
was grooving up, and the riders were 
finding the dry, slick groove difficult 
to cope with. 

Second-fastest in qualifying was 
Carr’s teammate Parker, who clocked 
a 22.281-second lap. FIG Racing 
Honda rider Rusty Rogers qualified 
third with a 22.320, and those three 
would be joined in the lucrative Camel 
Challenge by by Bartels Harley's Jay 
Springsteen, Harley rider Steve More- 
head, and Mother Fletcher Racing 
Team’s Will Davis. Aaron Hill, Tim 
Mertens, Mike Hale and Rodney Farris 
rounded out the top 10. 

Jones qualified a lowly 13th with 
a time of 22.706-seconds, saying later 
that not qualifying for the Camel 
Challenge was his only disappoint- 
ment of the night. The top-25 riders 
were all in the 22-second bracket. 


Heats 


Fast qualifier Carr sat on the pole 
for the first of the four five-lap heat 
races that would send the top-three 
finishers directly to the main, and he 
used that position to his advantage as 
he followed the Belleville Honda of 
Mertens into turn one. By the end of 





lap one Carr had passed Mertens and 
gradually pulled away to an easy win, 
setting the fastest heat race time of the 
night to earn the pole for the final. 
Mertens rode his own race to finish 
second, while veteran Terry Poovey 
finished third on his Marioneaux 
Racing Honda after fending off 
National Superbike Champion Doug 
Chandler, who was experiencing brake 
problems with his Storz Harley, and 
Rookie of the Year Mike Hale. Hale 
used Chandler as a berm going into 
turn one for the final time to make 
the pass for fourth; both advanced to 
a semi. i 

Heat race two was another factory 
Harley runaway as two-time Grand 
National Champion Parker led from 
start to finish. Gardner Racing’s Farris 
followed Parker home in second, while 
Canadian Jon Cornwell passed Mike 
Inderbitzen, Larry Pegram and Aaron 
Hill to earn the final transfer position. 
Hill and Pegram completed the top 
five in that order. 

The third heat was perhaps the best 
race of the night as four riders went 
at it hammer and tongs for the lead. 
Davis, Ingram, Atherton and Rogers 
traded positions back and forth, with 
all but Rogers taking their turn 
leading until the final lap. It was then 
that Rogers took the lead for the first 
time, and held on to take the win. 
Atherton finished a close second, with 
Davis taking third place and the final 
transfer. Ingram blew an oil line on 
the right side of his Harley’s motor and 
cruised home in fourth. Bobby McDo- 
well rounded out the top five and 
would join Ingram in the semis. 

For Atherton, it was his first race 
since being injured at the Peoria TT, 
Atherton’s wrist and collarbone were 
bothering him a bit, but he admitted 
that the wrist hurt more from moun- 
tain biking with Chandler than from 
riding the heat race. 

Heat race four provided the best 
preview of the final. Jones and More- 
head battled back and forth until Jones 
went high around Morehead, found 
that he liked the cushion, and stormed 
away to the win. 

“I. moved out wide and it worked 
really well so I just stayed up there," 
Jones said. 

Morehead skated his way around the 
groove to finish second, with Spring- 
steen running a lonely race to finish 
third, victim of a sticking throttle, to 
grab the last transfer to the National 
from the heat races. Pete Hames came 
out on top of his battle with Keith Day 
and Steve Rasmussen to finish fourth 
through sixth, respectively. 


Semis 


Donahue H-D's Davey Durelle, who 
had claimed Carr's motor at San Jose, 
made it look easy as he defeated 
Chandler and Hale in the first semi 
to earn the one and only transfer. It 
was Durelle's second time ever at Ascot, 
his first being four years ago when he 
was still a rookie. 

“I didn't like it then, so I never came 
back," Durelle said. “But I'm doing 
good in the points now so I thought 
I'd better come out here" 

Hale and Chandler squared off in 
a rematch from their heat race. Hale 
led most of the way, while Chandler 
recovered from a first-lap tankslapper, 
then tried Hale both high and low 
before squaring off turn two and 
making an inside pass stick. Canadian 
Chris Evans and Hill rounded out the 
top five. 

Ingram led the second semi start to 
finish, taking the win by a wide 
margin. Keith Day passed Stephen 
Beattie on lap three to take second, 
while Chance Darling edged Bobby 
McDowell for fourth. 











Last Chance Qualifier 


For the nine riders in the LCQ it 
was now or never. Ten riders were 
scheduled to go to the grid, but 
Chandler had had enough and opted 
to sit this one out. 

"I'm officially a spectator," 
Chandler said. "I didn't have any 
brakes in qualifying, and when I came 
in from my heat they were dragging 
so bad I couldn't even push it. Then, 


in the semi, they went away again. I 
don’t want to race with those guys like 
that.” 

In Chandler’s absence, it was his 
Salinas, California neighbor, Keith 
Day, who was left to uphold the honor 
of their hometown. And uphold it he 
did — for two laps, before he dropped 
his Honda in turn three while leading. 

"I went to get on the throttle and 
it just came around. It was an easy 
fall," Day said following his 80 mph 
getoff. 

Day's demise gave the lead to Hale, 
who held on to take the final transfer 
position. Hill, McDowell, Evans and 
Beattie rounded out the top five, 
earning $405, $350, $295 and $240, 
respectively, all four being sent home 
on the $68-or-less Greyhound bus. 


Camel Challenge 


Morehead learned something watch- 

ing Jones win their heat race — if he 
wanted to win tonight, he'd have to 
beable to work the cushion. So he went 
about adjusting his bike, fitting 
.smaller carburetors for more usable 
horsepower, and longer shocks and a 
steeper steering head angle to get more 
weight on the Pirelli front tire so it 
would track better. 

The changes worked. Following a 
brief intermission during which 
announcer Dave Despain asked for a 
moment of silence to honor the late 
Roxy Rockwood, Morehead left the 
rest of the fastest qualifiers behind to 
pocket the $10,000 that goes to the 
winner of the $17,500 five-lap dash for 
cash called the Camel Challenge. 

Parker chased Morehead in second, 
but couldn't make an impression and 
was left to fend off Davis in third. Carr 
and Rogers both passed Springsteen, 
who was still fighting a sticking 
throttle, to round out the finishing 
order. Carr and Springsteen were the 
only ones in the six-rider field still 
running on the groove. 


National 


While it was Morehead who made 
the most changes between the heats 
and the Camel Challenge, it was Carr 
who did the most work between the 
Challenge and the National. Carr 
realized that he'd have to make his bike 
work up high, so he and tuner Kenny 
Tolbert switched from a four-inch 


wide rim to a six-inch wide one and, 


like Morehead, adjusted the chassis for 
more frontward weight bias. 


But while Carr had made progress, 
he still wasn't as well set up as Jones. 

Parker grabbed the lead at the start 
of the 20-lap main event, but Jones 
wasted no time and by the end of lap 
two the veteran from Oklahoma City, 
Oklahoma, had taken the lead. He then 
headed off into the distance, never to 
be challenged again. 

"T was way overdue,” Jones said after 
taking his first win since the 1987 
Middletown, New York, Half Mile. 

Behind Jones, Parker and Carr ran 
in close formation, Parker leading Carr 
until lap five when Carr snuck past. 
Morehead followed in fourth pace, 
while a little further back Farris, 
Springsteen, Rogers and Mertens did 
battle for fifth. Mertens was fifth at the 
start, but he bobbled badly in turn two

on lap two, narrowly avoided being 
hit by Farris, and dropped back. 

Springsteen was one of a handful of 
riders working the low line, and he 
also ran as high as fifth before his rear 
Goodyear tire spun on the rim, cutting 
the valve stem; he retired with a flat 
on lap 12. 

Another rider with problems was 
Terry Poovey, who dropped out early 
with failing brakes and was credited 
with last place. 

Finally, on lap 19, Parker made his 
move, going inside Carr in turns three 
and four to take second place. But 
instead of receiving the white flag at 
the start/finish line, the duo was 
greeted by a red flag. 

Davis had crashed hard coming off 
of turn four, bouncing off the guar- 
drails forcibly enough that the ambu- 
lance attendents suggested he go to the 
hospital for a check-up, but he refused. 
Davis' Harley spilled gas the length 
of the front straightaway, and as 
officials lit the gas and watched it burn, 
the question was whether there would 
be a restart. If the race were restarted, 
it would have to go five laps, but 
officials decided to call it complete, 
with the results backing up to the 
previous lap. 

"]'m glad they decided not to restart 
it," Jones said. "I guess if they did, 
I would have just tried to win it again." 

The decision meant Carr would be 
credited with second place, allowing 
him to close, albeit slightly, on Parker 
in the series point standings. 

“I guess we got a lucky break,” said 
Carr. “Morehead won the Camel 
Challenge and we were able to leave 
him behind in the main, so our 
changes worked.” 

However, Parker. wasn't too upset 
about the turn of events. 

"It's pretty much over with. There's 
nothing I can do about it now," he 
said. 

Morehead finished a lonely fourth, 
somewhat of a disappointment after 
his earlier win. Rogers held off Farris 
to take fifth and sixth, respectively, 
while Hale, Atherton and Durelle 
rounded out the top 10. 

Atherton’s joy at having finished 
ninth in his return from injuries was 
short-lived, however, as following the 
race Davis claimed his engine — the 
second such claim by Davis this year; 
he had claimed Scott Parker's motor 
at the Albuquerque Mile in June. The 
45-day grace period since Atherton's 
engine was last claimed — by Parker, 
in a friendly move to prevent a real 
such occurence — was over, and 
Atherton had asked four of his friends 
to enter claims on his bike. However, 
a fifth rider — Davis — had also 
entered a claim, and it was he who won 
the drawing and ended up taking the 
motor home.

Atherton had foreseen such a pos- 
sibility, however, and had entered his 
backup bike at Ascot in order to save 
his primary machine for the Sacra- 
mento Mile, where the extra horsep- 
ower and an additional week's recovery 
time would hold him in good stead. 

Incidentally, Atherton claimed 
Parker's motor here, also a friendly 
move. 


Junior Invitational 


Wood-Rotax mounted James Hart 
won the Junior Invitational final with 
a heroic last-lap move. 

Hart grabbed the holeshot and led 
most of the way, but on lap eight of 
the 10-lap final he was passed by a 
hard-charging Michael Dillon, who 
was using an extreme inside line. 
Dillon led the next go-around, but on 
the final lap Hart and Eadie came 
across Dillon's front wheel in turn one, 
nearly sending Dillon into the infield. 
Hart held off Eadie for the win, with 
Dillon fading to fourth behind 
Tillson. CN

- Ward, Kiedrowski to 
the front at Steel City

DELMONT, PA, SEPT, 30 
hat was shaping up to be a two- 
Ws» dogfight to the bitter end 
for the 1990 500cc MX National 

Championship between Kawasaki's 
Jeff Ward and Honda's Jeff Stanton 
turned into what most likely will be 
a Ward runaway for the crown at the 
Steel City National. Ward and Stanton 
went into the event separated by just 
two points, but a second moto crash 
that sent Stanton to the hospital with 
a concussion now gives Ward an 
almost insurmountable points lead. 

Ward won both motos before an 
estimated 5500 fans at Steel City, while 
Stanton DNF moto two after finishing 
second to Ward in the first moto. 
Stanton was leading the first lap of the 
second moto when he highsided in a 
section of high-speed double jumps 
and crashed hard, pounding his head 
into the ground. The Michigan resi- 
dent still managed to climb back on 
his motorcycle and race for two more 
desperate laps before pulling off the 
track and calling it a day. 

Immediately following the race, 


Stanton was taken to a nearby hospital: 


where he was treated and released. 
With Stanton unable to earn any 
points in the second moto, Ward now 








enjoys a commanding 26-point lead in 
the series over his Honda rival, 189- 
163. 

Stanton's Honda teammate Rick 
Johnson, who posted 4-2 moto finishes 
for second overall, holds fourth in the 
standings with 132 points, 19 behind 
Kawasaki’s Johnny O'Mara, who 
finished third overall with a pair of 
third-place moto finishes today. 
Rounding out the top five overall were 
Tuf Racing’s Keith Bowen (5-4) and 
Honda privateer Kurt McMillen (9-5). 

“It feels good taking over the points 
lead, but I hate seeing someone get 
hurt," said Ward. “I'm sure Jeff will 
come back for the last two rounds and 
hang tough. I feel good, confident, but 
it’s not over ‘til it’s over. Anything can 
happen.” 

In the 125cc class, defending 125cc 
National champ Mike Kiedrowski 
took over the series points lead after 
the first moto when Suzuki's Guy 
Cooper, the series points leader going 
into the event, failed to finish the moto 
when a rock broke the engine cases on 
his Suzuki. As a result, the oil drained 
out of the cases, causing the transmis- 
sion to disintegrate. 

Cooper came back and won the 
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Mike Kiedrowski passed Ronnie Tichenor late in the first 125cc moto to take the 


win, then finished third in moto two to take the overall victory and points lead. 





second moto, while Kiedrowski fin- 
ished third. However, Kiedrowski’s 1- 
3 tally gave him the overall win for 
the day, while second overall went to 
Suzuki’s Mike LaRocco and his 3-2 
moto finishes. Suzuki’s Ronnie 
Tichenor (2-3), Kawasaki's Jeff Emig 
(5-4) and Jeff Matiasevich (4-5) filled 
out the top five. 

Kiedrowski’s points lead over 
Cooper, however, is slim as just one 
point separates the two rivals, 425-424, 
with two rounds remaining in the 
series. Far off the pace in third with 
315 points is Jean-Michel Bayle, who 
broke his arm in August at the 
Washougal National and has decided 
to sit out the remainder of the series. 
Matiasevich, the next active compet- 
itor, is only three points behind Bayle. 

"I'm really happy," said Kied- 
rowski. "My goal today was to come 
here, gain some points and get the 
overall, and that's what I did.” 

For winning both motos Ward 
walked away with $2000 of the $15,000 
500cc class purse, while Kiedrowski 
earned $880 of the $10,000 125cc purse.

Pennsylvanian Jeff Glass and his 
Surf Detergent-sponsored Honda 
grabbed the holeshot in the first 500cc 
moto, but Stanton quickly took 
charge. Glass dropped to second with 
Ward and Johnson breathing down his 
neck. It wasn't until halfway through 
the second lap that Ward blitzed past 
Glass and into second place, but Ward 
had no intentions of staying behind 
Stanton for long. A few turns later, 
Ward dove to the inside of Stanton in 
a turn and forced his way into the lead. 

Ward, the defending 500cc National 
Champion, didn't give Stanton any 
chance to retaliate, as he immediately 
started putting distance on the Honda 
rider. In just a few laps, Ward had 
motored away from Stanton and was 
in complete control as he steadily 
increased his lead. 

"Stanton looked liked he was fight- 
ing it (the bike) at the beginning," said 
Ward. "I got by him pretty easy, so 
I wasn't sure if he was going to stay 
with me. He dropped off the pace and 





I got way out there and was comfor- 
table, and when that happened, I rode 
real relaxed and real smooth." 

No one could touch Ward, as he 
motored away for an easy win over 
Stanton. O'Mara worked his way into 
third early in the race and stayed there 
— unchallenged. The factory Kawa- 
saki rider crossed the line ahead of a 
serious dogfight between Johnson and 
Bowen. 

Johnson and Bowen battled back 
and forth for most of the race, espe- 
cially late in the race when Bowen 
passed Johnson just before the white 
flag. Johnson quickly retaliated and 
the two riders bumped handlebars with 
Johnson edging ahead of Bowen. 
Slightly angered by Bowen's tactics, 
johnson looked back over his shoulder 
and motioned with his hand, as if to 
invite Bowen to race. The incident 
seemed to light Johnson's fire, as he 
roosted away from Bowen to finish 
fourth; Bowen took fifth. 

Honda rider Fred Andrews was a 
front-runner the entire moto and ended 
up finishing sixth ahead of Kawasaki 
riders Gene Naumec and Dag Boyesen, 
and Honda-mounted McMillen. Early- 
race leader Glass rounded out the top 
10. 

The second 500cc moto saw Stanton, 
Johnson and O'Mara three abreast 
going into the second turn, but it was 
Stanton prevailing. However, his lead 
was short-lived when his front wheel 
washed out when he landed off a jump, 
causing him to highside over the next 
jump. In a daze, Stanton climbed back 
to his feet, stumbled around and 
eventually remounted his Honda just 
before the last two riders went by, He 
managed to pass a number of riders 
before pulling off in the mechanics' 
area two laps later. 

According to Team Honda 
mechanic Brian Lunnis, “Jeff stopped 
and kept asking where he was. He 
didn’t know what was going on, he 
really rang his bell when he fell. They 
(the medics) decided to take him to the 
hospital for observation, but he should 
be okay." 

By the second lap, Ward had passed 
O'Mara and Johnson and was given 








the word that Stanton was out of the 
race. With the pressure gone, Ward 
cruised out in front and set a blistering 
pace. Johnson tried to keep Ward in 
sight and did a respectable job of it, 
although he never seriously threa- 
tened. But he did keep Ward thinking 
about him. : 

“Ricky really surprised me, he rode 
real well," said Ward. “I pulled out 
a little bit and started relaxing think- 
ing Rick would back off, but then he 
would start closing in a little bit, and 
I would have to wick it back up again.” 

Ward maintained about a 10-second 
lead over Johnson for most of the race, 
while O'Mara cruised alone in third. 

Ward easily took the win over 
Johnson and O’Mara, while Bowen 
finished a distant fourth. McMillen 
took the checkered flag in fifth after 
passing Honda-mounted Dean Matson 
late in the race. Matson held the 
position for most of the moto, but 
problems in the first race relegated him 
to 13th overall. Glued to Matson's rear 
fender was Boyesen, who was chased 
by Andrews and factory KTM rider 
Keith Johnson.

Suzuki's Buddy Antunez and Kawa- 
saki rider Brian Swink were the two 
front-runners in the first 125cc moto, 
but Tichenor, Cooper and Kiedrowski 
were ready to pounce. Tichenor was 
the first to make a move when he 
slipped by both Swink and Antunez 
for the lead. Antunez pressured 
Tichenor for a number of laps but 
eventually dropped off the pace, as did 
Swink. By the sixth lap, the stage was 
set with Tichenor leading the way over 
Cooper, Kiedrowski, Matiasevich and 
LaRocco. j 

Two laps later, Cooper's ride came 
to an abrupt end. 

“There were these two doubles and 
it was kind of rocky,” said ‘Cooper. “I 

“hit this one really big rock and it kicked 
my bike sideways. Later that lap I 
thought I had pinched a tube, because 
it was making noises like the rim was 
hitting the rocks as if the tire was flat. 
But later on, the engine started grind- 
ing. What happened was, when I hit 
that big rock, it sheered the oil drain 
bolt and busted the cases, so it ran out 
of oil. It wasn’t Suzuki’s fault; maybe 
you could blame me for trying to 
double over those big rocks. Luckily 
I have another moto to let my frus- 
trations out." 

While Cooper walked back to the 
pits, his teammate Tichenor was still 
out in front, but by only a few bike 
lengths over Kiedrowski with LaRocco 
now running third after passing 
Matiasevich. This order remained the 
same until the last lap when Kied- 
rowski passed Tichenor and held on 
for the win. 

“T was riding really good until I hit 
a midmoto lag and Kiedrowski started 
catching me," said Tichenor. “On the 
last lap, I made a couple of mistakes, 
he got right up on me and passed me 
on the bottom of a hill. Coming down 
the hill he just banzaied it. I knew he 
was on the inside, so I figured he was 
going to take me over the berm. So 
I slowed down to try and cut back on 
the inside, but he had such a good drive 
coming out of the corner at the top 
of the hill that I wasn’t even close. I 
was pretty mad that I let it get away 
after leading from the second lap on. 
I'm disappointed in myself." 

“The track was a little slick at first 
so I just hung back and rode as clean 
aš I could," said Kiedrowski. “I caught 
up to Tichenor on the last lap, got 
on the gas a little bit more on the inside 
and pushed him over. He almost got 
me back, but I had a little bit better 

of a drive coming out of the turn." 





Kiedrowski took the win in dramatic 
fashion, while Tichenor finished 
second. Despite a midpack start, 
LaRocco latched on to third, followed 
by Matiasevich, Emig and Swink. 

LaRocco took the early lead in the 
second moto, ahead of Emig, Cooper 
and Kiedrowski. Tichenor was fifth 
and Antunez held sixth. 

Cooper quickly passed Emig for 
second, then charged after his Suzuki 
teammate, LaRocco. During the 
second lap, Cooper sailed past 
LaRocco over a double jump and took 
over the lead. LaRocco, however, 
stayed close to Cooper and pushed the 
new leader in every turn for the rest 
of the race. Although LaRocco threa- 
tened Cooper all over the track, he 
never made a serious attempt to pass 
him, despite the fact that Kiedrowski 
was closing in from third. 

It was a three-man race to the finish 
with Cooper taking the checkered flag 
just a few feet ahead of LaRocco, who 
didn't have much room to spare over 
Kiedrowski. Tichenor, who had taken 
over fourth from Emig early in the 
race, finished fourth in front of a 
heated three-way dice between Emig, 
Suzuki's Larry Ward, who suffered a 
flat tire in the first moto, and Antunez. 
Ward and Emig exchanged a few harsh 
words as they idled back to the pits. 

Despite taking over the 125cc series 
points lead, Kiedrowski isn't overly 
optimistic. 

“I just want to win races, that's all," 
said Kiedrowski. “I’m not worried 
about the championship, it'll come 
with wins." €N

Hs Kawasaki ZX6 and 

championship-winning Yama- 
ha FZR600 is on its way to dealers in 
the form of the all-new CBR600F2. 
The new middleweight sport bike 
heads the Japanese giant's 1991 lineup 
— a squadron that includes no less 
than 31 models. 

The CBR600F2 is based on. the 
Japanese-model CBR400RR, but with 
a larger powerplant to satisfy 
horsepower-hungry Americans and a 
less-expensive steel chassis to suit their 
frugal pocketbooks. It's powered by a 
599cc liquid-cooled, DOHC, four- 
valve per-cylinder in-line four, which 
the manufacturer claims produces 100 
horsepower. The compact engine 
weighs only 134 pounds, thanks to a 
newly designed one-piece upper crank- 
case/cylinder assembly and a revised 
camshaft drive layout with side- 
mounted cam chain. The oversquare 
(65mm bore x 45.2mm stroke) engine 
features a new combustion chamber 
design that allows for an 11.6:1 com- 
pression ratio, and also features shim- 
under-bucket valve actuation with 
12,000-mile maintenance intervals.

The CBR600F2 substitutes a twin- 
spar steel frame for the aluminum unit 
employed on its sibling 400. Front 
suspension is handled by a 41mm 
diameter fork offering 5.1 inches of 
travel, with spring preload adjustment 
only. Honda’s Pro-Link rear suspen- 
sion system uses a redesigned 
Decarbon-type shock offering ;4.3 
inches of travel, with adjustable spring 
preload and rebound damping. 

Wide, RC30-type 17-inch wheels are 
fitted with V-rated Michelin radial 
tires at both ends, a 120/60 fromt tire 
and 160/90 rear tire, while twin-piston 
brakes are used, two at the front and 
one at.the rear. 

Specifications include a claimed 
407.8 pounds dry weight, 55.5-inch 
wheelbase, 30.7-inch seat, height and 
4.2-gallon fuel tank. 

The CBR600F2 will be available in 
January at a suggested retail price. of 
$4998.

Summers nips Conner 
or Black Coal win 


LYNNVILLE, IN, SEPT. 23 
ven though Team Honda’s Scott 
E Summers wrapped up the 
National Hare Scrambles Series 
title in August, the four-stroke ace 


from Kentucky wanted to end the year 
on a winning note at the Black Coal 
National season finale. But deter- 
mined not to let this happen was

Kawasaki Team Green rider Duane 
Conner who battled back and forth 
with Summers for the lead throughout 
most of the eight-laps of the nine mile 
course. 

With Summers out in front of the 
pack, nearing the checkered flag, 
Conner rapidly closed in on the leader 
and was desperately searching for an 
opening around Summers as the two 
bumped wheels. Heading for the 
barrels with the checkered flag in 
sight, Summers and his big Honda 
XR600 four-stroke edged a deter- 
mined Conner by two seconds for a 
hard-fought victory at the Indiana/ 
Illinois/Kentucky Enduro Riders- 
hosted event. 

"Tt was a great race," said Conner. 
“We were really going at it, bashing 
handlebars the whole last lap.” 

Finishing third overall and win- 
ning the 200cc A class, despite injur- 
ing his hand four weeks prior to the 
race, was former ISDE gold medalist 
Aaron Hough, who started the race 
on the second row in the A division. 

"I hurt my hand and this was the 
first time I raced in over four weeks," 
said Hough. “I cut a tendon in half 
and broke a knuckle and had to get 
them sewn all back together. I did it 
on a punching bag machine in a bar 
celebrating my 21st birthday. I didn't 
think I could hang with the AA guys 
on the first row, so I decided to ride 
the A class.” 

With Summers already clinching 
the title long before the final race of 
the season, the battle for second in 
the series championship was yet to be 
decided between Yamaha teammates 
Jeff Russell and former National 
Hare Scrambles Champion Ed Lojak. 
The race for second place in the series 
came down to the last lap with Russell 
just inches ahead of hard charging 
Lojak as they battled over fourth. 
Lojak saw his chance to pass Russell 
on a hill but tagged Russell's rear 
wheel and fell down just long enough 
for Russell to motor away and capture 
second in the series with Lojak 
finishing third. 

After a top five start, ATK's Ron 





Naylor crossed the finish line in sixth 
place ahead of teammate Joe Zierman, 
Yamaha’s Tony Hendon, Honda 
rider Tim Newell and Kawasaki- 
mounted Jim Stanfield. 

It was Russell who had the early 
advantage at the start of the race. 

“T got the holeshot and led for about 
a lap," said Russell. “But Scott, Ron 
(Naylor) and Duane were all right in 
there. We probably went at it for three 
laps or so and everything was going 
good until I got stuck in a mudhole. 
They had these bridges over the 
mudholes but they were getting really 
slick and there were people all over 
the place. So I tried going around this 
one bridge but the mud was pretty soft 
and I had to push out of it. I finally 
got out but Scott and Duane had 
already pulled away and were out of 
sight."' 

The mudhole ended Russell's 
chance for the overall win, as 
Summers and Conner diced for the 
lead way out in front of the pack. 

“We pretty much swapped back and 
forth the whole way,” said Conner. 

But three laps from the finish 
Conner lost more than a minute to 
Summers when the Kawasaki rider 
came across a stuck rider on one of 
the bridges over a mudhole. 

“There was a guy half on and half 
off the bridge," said Conner. “I tried 
to get around him but slipped off the 
bridge and into the mud. It took me 
about a minute and a half to get going 
again. I couldn't get the bike out 
myself; I was so stuck that I needed 
a couple of specators to help me get 
out of the mud." 

Once back on the trail, Conner went 
all out and set after Summers, who 
now enjoyed a somewhat comfortable 
lead. Heading into the last lap, the 
Kawasaki rider, Conner, had closed 
in on the leader and was just 20 
seconds behind him. Shortly thereaf- 
ter, Conner was breathing down 
Summers' neck. 

"I set a kamikaze pace," said 
Conner. “Actually both of us were 
reaching the outer limits, but I just 
couldn't get around him. We touched 
tires once or twice but Scott held me 
off." 

Summers roosted across the finish 
line just a few seconds ahead of 
Conner for the win. 

Crossing the finish line approxi- 
mately two minutes behind the two 
leaders in third place was Hough. But 
since Hough started on the second 
row — one minute behind the AA 
riders — Hough actually finished 
about 55 seconds behind the leaders 
on adjusted time. 

"I started a minute back but by the 
fourth lap, I was already up to third 
or fourth overall," said Hough, who 
was riding a Kawasaki KX125. “Then 
I got passed by Russell and Lojak, but 
I passed them back on the last lap. 
I guess Summers and Conner were 
having a battle up front, and that's 
why they got so far ahead of me. 
Maybe by five minutes.” 

"It was a lot of fun, a good race,” 
said Conner. "I'd like to thank my 
sponsors Pro-Circuit, Malcolm 
Smith, Metzeler, Tsubaki, Moose 
Racing, Factory Connection, Bell, 
Steely Superfly and Boyesen for all 
their support throughout the 
year." cN

CASTLE ROCK, WA, SEPT. 22 
arley-Davidson’s Chris Carr did 
it again at the Castle Rock TT, 
winning both the National and 

the $3000 Budweiser Shootout en route 

to wrapping up his third consecutive 
600cc National Championship. 

The 23-year-old Carr actually 
clinched the title before the flag 
dropped on the. National as his cham- 


pionship rival Mike Hale failed to’ 


qualify in front of the estimated crowd 
of 5000. 

Carr defeated rookie Expert Kris 
Kiser and local favorite Rex Fisher by 
40 yards, but not before spending the 
first half of the race methodically 





picking off the six riders who had 
squeezed him off at the start. 

“I want to thank the Mt. St. Helens 
Motorcycle Club for everything, 
including building a great track for 
tonight’s race," Carr said. 

Carr left Castle Rock with $5800 
after taking the $1500 winner’s share 
of the Budweiser Shootout, along with 
his share of the $16,000 National purse 
and an additional $1000 that was 
posted and billed as Beat Chris Carr 
money. And that’s not counting what 
he made during Friday night’s Darell 
Davis Western Regional. 

“You bet I like Castle Rock,” Carr 





told club president Paul Simonsen. “I 
can make more money here than I do 
at a Grand National.” 

Time Trials 

Fifty-three riders showed up to 
qualify for a program that would take 
only the fastest 48. In addition to 
establishing heat race lineups, time 
trials would also determine the field 
for the Budweiser Shootout, a 10-lap 
race between the six fastest qualifiers. 

Carr went out early on the Kenny 
Tolbert-tuned factory Harley- 
Davidson and set a blistering 22.88- 
second lap. Everyone else was in the 
low 23s until local Del Schnitzer took 
his Lou Kinnish-backed Rotax to an 
identical time to that posted by Carr. 
The two top times held up until 
Sturgis short track National winner 
Bryan McDowell stopped the clocks at 
22.83. 

Fourth fastest time went to Kirk 
Strong at 22.89 with Troy Norris 
(22.90) and Randy Roose (22.98) 
rounding out the top six qualifiers for 
the shootout. 

Dan Stanley (23.04), Aaron Hill 
(23.04), Rookie of the Year Mike Hale 
(23.05) and Dan McDonnell (23.07) 
rounded out the top 10 qualfiiers. 


Heats 


The first of four heat races got 
underway with Hill getting the hole- 
shot ahead of Hale, McDowell, Fisher, 
Speedy Kell and the rest of the pack. 
On lap two McDowell slid under Hale, 
but the title hopeful repaid the favor 
two laps later. Fisher got past McDo- 
well on lap six and went after Hill, 
who had established a lead over the 
battle behind him. Hill went on to take 
the win ahead of Fisher, but exiting 
turn four Hale was passed by McDo- 
well, sending Hale to the semi. 

The second heat belonged to Carr. 
The Manteca, California, resident got 
a perfect start and went wire to wire 
ahead of Kiser, Stanley, Paul Iwanaga, 
Tim Mertens and McDonnell. 

The third heat race had Roose and 
Garth Mulkey-backed Mike Sullivan 
going down entering turn one. The 
race was restarted with both riders 
making the grid, and it was Don 











Wilson getting the holeshot. He was 
followed by Roose, Rich King, Terry 
Poovey, Travis Babcock and Dave 
Durelle. Roose and King swapped the 
runner-up spot frequently. Poovey, 
meanwhile, was only one position 
from a transfer spot when his tire went 
flat, putting him out of action for the 
night. 

King, who had disposed of Roose, 
went outside of Wilson going into turn 
three and pulled enough of a lead to 
take a narrow win with the fastest heat 
of the night at 3 minutes, 21 seconds. 
Third place and the final direct 
transfer to the National went to Roose 
with Durelle, Schnitzer and J.P. 
Simonsen heading to the semi. 

The fourth heat race saw a pileup 
in the first corner. On the restart, Castle 
Rock’s own Mickey Fay nailed the 
holeshot followed by Sponseller Rac- 
ing’s Larry Pegram. Behind Pegram 
came Troy Norris, Strong and. Joe 
Kopp. Norris passed Pegram on lap 
two and the National transfer posi- 
tions were set. At the flag it was Fay, 
Norris, Pegram, Ron Yamamoto, 
Strong, Kopp and Rick Henson. 


Semis 


The first of two semis saw Hale get 
the initial lead followed by Kell) 
Mertens, Iwanaga, McDonnell and 
Mayfield. Kell was all over Hale in turn 
four with Kell taking over the lead in 
turns one and two. Mertens moved in 
on Hale's rear tire, but couldn't make 
the pass. At the finish it was Kell going 
directly to the main event. 

Yamamoto got the early lead in the 
second semi, but Durelle wasted: no 
time in going by on lap two. Durelle 
stretched out a 40-yard lead on Yama- 
moto and the rest of the field, transfer- 
ring directly to the National. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


Strong took the win in the LCQ, 
leading the race wire to wire. Kopp 
ended up second with Yamamoto 
third, followed by McDonnell, May- 
field, Iwanaga and Hale. With Hale 
eliminated, Carr had secured his third 
AMA 600cc National Championship 
before even starting the final. 


Budweiser Shootout 


The dash for the cash was initially 
led by Strong with Carr jammed up 
back in fourth. By the second lap Carr 
was up to third and was pressing 
Norris. On lap four Carr went into 
turn one hard and went around Norris 
with a close outside move. Carr dove 
inside on the left-hander and held it 
wide open heading for the following 
right-hand corner and the jump, 
showing the style that's made him the 
“King of Castle Rock." 

With less than two laps to go, Carr 
slid under Strong in turn three as the 
crowd roared its approval. Meanwhile, 
Norris also found a way around Strong 
as Carr took the win and the $1500 
check that went with it. Norris pock- 
eted $500 for second and Strong took 
home $400 for third.

At the start of the 25-lap National, 
Kiser got the holeshot followed by 
King, Hill, Fisher, Fay and Roose. Carr 
was stuck in seventh. 

Carr let a few laps go by before 
mounting his attack. King, mean- 
while, slid out on lap six in turn two. 

One by one Carr carefully reeled in 
rider after rider. On the seventh lap 
he was up to Fisher, and by the 10th 
lap he passed the Oregon rider. Two 
laps later, Carr put his move on his 
last target — Kiser. The rest is history.

Litterkopt’s race, Hamel’s win 
at Mesquite Grand Prix

MESQUITE, NV, SEPT. 22 

TM’s Danny Hamel and ATK- 
Ks Greg Zitterkopf raced 

neck-in-neck throughout most of 
the 75-mile Virgin River Hotel and 
Casino/Casey Folks’ Mesquite Grand 
Prix, until Zitterkopf opened up a two- 
minute lead in the final stages of the 
race. But when Zitterkopf sprinted in 
to collect the checkered flag in first 
place, organizers slapped the ATK 
rider with a five minute penalty for 
racing in the pits. This bumped the 
Open Pro racer back to third in the 





overall standings and turned the win 
over to Hamel, who crossed the finish 
line in second place. 

"I don’t know what to say. It's kind 
of weird to win a race like this," said 
Hamel. “But I guess it's fair. We knew 
there was a speed limit in the pits and 
I think most of us stuck to it." 

“This cost me about $3000 in prize 
money and contingencies,” said Zitter- 
kopf. “I don't think it's fair. We came 
off a sand wash doing 80 miles an hour 
and we're supposed to know what 15 











miles an hour looks like in the pits? 
I've never even owned a bike with a 
speedometer. All I was doing was 
idling in third gear. It wasn't like I 
was doing anything stupid.” 

Five minute penalties were assessed 
against four of the event's Pro class 
racers and were necessary to enforce 
safe speeds in pit row, according to race 
director Casey Folks. The penalties 
cost KT'M's Scot Harden the win in 
the Over-30 Pro class, knocked Duane 
Summers out of second in the 125cc 
Pro division, and bumped Las Vegas 
entry Mark Morris four places back in 
the overall standings. 

Despite protests from the penalized 
riders, the five-minute assessments 
stayed and Hamel picked up the 
overall honors, earning $375 for his 
win in the 250cc division and a $1000 
bonus for the overall victory from 
KTM. 

"I had a good ride," the KTM/ 
Maxima/Answer/Alumalite/Gaerne/ 
F&L/Scott/Z Racing/Acerbis-backed 
racer said. “The course was bitchin’ 
— really technical and challenging, 
and starting up at the front I didn't 
have any dust all day.” 

Thirty-seven Pro riders and more 
than 100 Sportsmen were on hand for 
the prerace parade from the Virgin 
River Hotel and Casino to the starting 
line outside the local high school. The 
Pro race began at 9:00 a.m. and a 
separate race for the Sportsmen got 
underway at midday. 

Daryl Folks led the Pros off the line 
when the starting flag dropped for the 
first time. The ll-row starting grid 
followed, one row at a time every 30 
seconds, in an all-out charge through 
the deep sand of the motocross section 
and into the first of five laps of the 
15-mile course. 

Hamel was charging hard the min- 
ute he left the starting line. His KTM 
250DXC was in front of the row: 
“Starting at the front was great,” said 
Hamel. “I didn’t have any dust up 
there and the only bike I had to pass 
was Daryl Folks.” 

Hamel powered past Folks just three 
miles into the first loop and started 








to stretch out a lead as he crossed under 
Interstate 15 and raced south through 
town in Abbott Wash. 3 

Derek Titus got the drop on the row 
three competition and, further back in 
the pack, Dan Smith smoked the 
starters on row nine and wasted no 
time powering up through the pack. 

Back on row 10, Zitterkopf had his 
work cut out battling 125cc hotshot 
Jimmy Lewis and Kawasaki pilots 
Scott Morris and Joey Lane. Lane’s 
luck ran out at the first water crossing. 

“I drowned the bike out and I fell 
over two or three times after that.— 
it was a really bad first loop.” 

Hamel completed the first 15-mile 
loop in half an hour and was a minute 
and a half up on first-row starter Folks 
when he skirted pit row and headed 
into the second loop. Smith brought 
his:Open class KTM out of loop. one 
1] places back, just 22 seconds behind 
Hamel on adjusted time, and Zitter- 
kopf, Titus and Lewis were tied for 
the time-adjusted third place. 

Lewis raced his 125cc KTM through 
with the sixth fastest time, just ahead 
of 125cc rival Dennis Belingheri and 
Open class KTM pilot Brandon 
Gerber, and the end of loop one saw 
Scot Harden closing in on fourth row 
starter Carlos Serrano for the Over-30 
lead. 

Bill Maxim was running away from 
the Over-38 Pros just halfway around 
the first loop. 

The front-runners continued their 
charge all the way through loop two 
and the lead was unchanged at the end 
of three. It was Hamel in first, Zitter- 
kopf 40 seconds back in second, and 
Smith two minutes behind in third. 
ATK's Garth Sweetland had recovered 
from a slow first loop to claim fourth, 
and Lewis was whipping his 125 along 
half a minute back 1n fifth. Folks was 
sixth on adjusted time, and Belingheri, 
Vet leader Harden and Porter were too 
close to call for seventh. 

Positions in the top 10 started 
turning over fast as the leaders headed 
into lap four and Hamel was the first 
to fall. 

"I hit a rock and bent a disk and 











we had to change a rear wheel at the 
start of the fourth lap,” said Hamel. 
“Tt wasn’t that big a deal. It only took 
us a minute." 

Hamel was still in front when he 
dashed into loop four but the wheel 
change put Zitterkopf ahead on 
adjusted time when he hit pit row just 
two minutes later. Mechanical prob- 
lems forced Smith to drop off the pace 
in lap four, knocking him out of the 
top three, and a promising run by Brett 
Fox was over when he dashed out of 
lap four on foot. 

“T ran out of gas about a mile from 
the end of the loop," Fox explained. 

As the racers headed into their final 
lap, it was Zitterkopf by a minute over 
Hamel, with Sweetland in third. 

“I had a really stupid first loop," 
said Sweetland. “I rode stupid and lost 
a lot of time and that's where Hamel 
got away from me.” 

Sweetland was hard on the gas in 
the final lap but a derailed chain 
dashed his hopes of a last minute 
comeback and it was Zitterkopf and 
Hamel all the way to the finish. 

Zitterkopf took the checkered flag 
two minutes ahead of Hamel on 
adjusted time but the five minute 
penalty assessed while he was out on 
the final lap relegated him to third 
overall, behind 250cc Pro winner 
Hamel and Sweetland, who took the 
Open Pro win in second overall. 

"I didn't know Zitterkopf was that 
close to me. I just rode as hard as I 
could and that was it," said Hamel. 

Consistency was the name of the 
game for Sweetland, who took overall 
honors at last year's race. 

Lewis screamed in to collect the 
125cc Pro win in fourth overall, just 
six minutes behind Hamel. Kawasaki's 
Scott Morris raced home in fifth overall 
and third Open Pro, just ahead of 
Smith, Daryl Folks and Carlos Ser- 
rano, who took the Vet Pro win after 
a five minute penalty bumped race- 
long Vet leader Scot Harden back to 
11th overall. 

Serrano was followed home by 
Porter, Belingheri and Harden, whose 
penalty left him second in the Vet Pro 
division. 

Bill Maxim finished his race-long 
domination of the Over-38 Pros in 14th 
overall. 

KTM pilot Glenn Taylor overalled 
the Sportsmen division in the second 
race of the day with David Sharp less 
than two minutes behind for second. 
B.J. Almberg took the 125cc honors in 
sixth overall. €N

The team completed 
883 laps of the 2.5-mile, nine-turn, 
high-desert road course to defeat the 
second-place Human Race Team by 25 
laps, with Team Hawaii finishing 
third overall, 67 laps behind the 
winners and first in the Mediumweight 
Production class. 

In winning the race, Team Suzuki 
set records for total mileage in a 24- 
hour race, 2207.5 miles; average speed 
in a 24-hour race, 91.9 mph; number 
of endurance wins in a single season, 
11; career 24-hour endurance race wins, 
five; career total victories, 59; and 
career endurance championships, six. 
Team Suzuki is also the only team ever 
to win both the Willow Springs and 
Nelson Ledges 24-Hours in a single 
season, having done so twice, in 1984 
and '90. 

'Team Suzuki has been in a class by 
itself this season, winning 11 races in 
12 starts. Their only competition has 
come from 1988 series champs The 
Human Race Team, who have won 
two races this season. However, the 
Humans have only beaten Team 
Suzuki once, in a six-hour event at 
Arizona’s Firebird Raceway back in 
April. The Humans’ other win came 
in the most recent round of the series, 
an eight-hour at Illinois’ Blackhawk 
Farms which Team Suzuki opted to 
skip in order to regroup for the 24- 
Hour. 

This weekend, however, there was 


18 plenty of competition, as back-door 





teams were fielded by both Honda and 
Kawasaki, in addition to a number of 
surprisingly competitive and well- 
organized local efforts. 

Honda’s hopes rested on the Com- 
monwealth Racing squad led by 
Randy Renfrow. For Renfrow, this was 
his third Willow Springs 24-Hour, and 
his third disappointment. Two years 
ago, Renfrow crashed a Vance & Hines 
Suzuki, and spent the next month in 
the hospital with a hematoma in his 
leg. Last year, Renfrow rode a Honda 
RC30 backed by Honda R&D, and the 
team raced for the lead until their 
youngest member, Andy Leisner, 
threw it away in turn eight in the wee 
morning hours. 

This year, Renfrow teamed with 
Tom Kipp, who rode a factory Honda 
CBR600 Supersport bike at Daytona 
this year; Dale Quarterley, who’s 
campaigned a Honda RC30 Superbike 
in the AMA Nationals and twice 
teamed with Renfrow in the Suzuka 
Eight-Hour; Kevin Erion, who races 
a Pro Twins Honda Hawk and is the 
two-time defending Modified Produc- 
tion GP2 Champion; and Kent Kunit- 
sugu, a local hotshoe who was drafted 
into the team to replace another local, 
Barry Burke, who injured his foot in 
a superbike practice crash at the AMA 
National the previous weekend. 

Kawasaki fielded a ZX7 in the 
Heavyweight Production class. The 
team, backed by Kawasaki’s Accesso- 
ries Division, featured Kawasaki 
employees Mel Moore and Karl 
Edmondson, ex-racer Jeff Herzog, plus 
Motorcyclist magazine staffer Lance 
Holst and brothers Kirk and Jeff 
Hoeppner of Team No Drugs fame. 

Another Kawasaki-mounted effort 





was entered by a local dealership, Tri- 
City Kawasaki, and featured Richard 
Moore, Curtis Adams, Jeff Stern, Paul 
Vogel, George Leavell, Steve Downey 
and Chris Ganimian on a Heavyweight 
Superbike-class ZX7. 

Yamaha’s hopes rested on a pair of 
FZR1000-mounted efforts. The first was 
The Human Race Team, with regular 
riders Andy Fenwick and Steve Rodden 
joined by Phil Kress, who helped the 
team win here last year, plus newcomer 
Dale Kieffer and former AMA F-2 
champ Donnie Greene, who'd begun 
the race with the ill-fated Hyper-Cycle 
but was drafted by HRT on Sunday 
morning. 

The second Yamaha squad was a new 
effort called Team Mojo. Led by Kelly 
Tidwell of Superbrace, the team 
included former factory Honda rider 
Sam McDonald, plus AMA/CCS 
Southwest Regional number one Jim 
Cox, Kye Gunn, Tom Hickman, James 
Henderson, Dave Dupree and Will 
Balisky. 

In addition to Team Suzuki Endu- 
rance, Suzuki was represented by Carry 
Andrew's always-potent Hyper-Cycle 
squad, with Tommy Lynch, Jeff 
Rheaume, Joe Brett Williams and the 
aforementioned Greene doing the 
riding. 

Another Suzuki team backed by a 
local dealership, Del Amo Suzuki, 
included Michigan Grand Prix Cham- 
pion Fritz Kling, New Zealander and 
F-USA standout Brian Bernard, former 
Team Suzuki (then called Team 
Hammer) member Peter Carroll, Robert 
Miller, Bruce Tebo and Ben Williams. 
Former Grand National Champion Jay 
Springsteen was also rumored to be 
riding for the squad, but didn't show. 

Commonwealth’s effort took a turn 
for the worse even before the race began 
when the bike threw a rod during 
Friday's practice. It was a surprising 
turn of events since, according to 
Renfrow, the motor was far less stressed 
and didn't rev as high as his superbike 
motor, which has been stone reliable. 

“This was not supposed to happen," 
said Honda's Brian Uchida in 
summary. 

The Commonwealth crew, led by Ray 
Plumb, removed the engine from the 
frame at the track, then loaded the 
chassis into the truck and drove back 
to Honda's headquarters in Gardena, 
California, 100 miles away, to build a 
new motor. The turn of events meant 
that the team had no night practice and 
would be unable to aim their headlights 
correctly before the race. 

Commonwealth wasn't the only team 
working hard, as HRT Captain Dave 
Zupan spent most of Friday building 
a motor in a garage at the track. The 
team missed part of Friday night's 
practice while the crew installed the 
motor in the chassis. 

The 3:00 p.m. Saturday afternoon 
start saw Team Suzuki's Turkington 
grab the lead, followed by CLASS 
Racing's Jason Pridmore, Common- 
wealth Honda's Renfrow and Tri-City 
Kawasaki's Moore. Renfrow wasted no 
time in catching the leaders, and by lap 
four had moved past Turkington into 
the lead. Moore moved up to third 
where he diced with Hyper-Cycle’s 
Williams, while the Humans' Rodden 
climbed to fifth followed by Team 
Mojo's Kye Gunn and Pridmore. 

Renfrow gradually pulled out a lead, 
and by lap six was lapping back- 
markers, turning lap times in the 1:30- 
range. But nearing the one-hour mark, 
with better than a half-lap lead, Ren- 
frow's luck again took a turn for the 
worse. The Tri-City Kawasaki blew its 
motor, dropping oil at the entrance to 
turn three, and Renfrow and Gunn both 
went down in it. 








The race was red-flagged and the 
restart delayed some 20 minutes while 
cornerworkers attended to the mess. For 
Mojo, the race was over, as their bike 
was too severely damaged to continue. 
However, the delay allowed Common- 
wealth to complete the majority of their 
repairs, and they ended up only missing 
a few laps of the restart before Kipp 
rejoined the race. However, they would 
drop further back before they'd start 
climbing. 

“We were only four laps down and 
now we're seven," said Quarterley 
during the fourth hour. "We keep 
making repairs. We lost a minute here 
and there fixing it. I rode my whole 
stint without a steering damper.” 

Honda's efforts would be further 
hampered by the fact that they fitted 
a racing tailpiece, meaning they'd have 
to switch to the one with lights later; 
by a long pit stop caused by a pit 
marshall who insisted they re-safety- 
wire an axle; and by a flat rear tire 
suffered during Kunitsugu’s first stint. 

Tri-City spent an hour and 15 
minutes swapping motors, replacing 
their trick, though short-lived race 
motor with a stocker which had 400 
street miles on it. Adams returned. the 
bike to the track during hour three. 

'Team Suzuki continued to circulate 
in the lead, with Hyper-Cycle running 
second until hour four, when Lynch 
brought the bike into the pits with:a 
suspected broken clutch basket. Oddly 
enough, the team packed up and left. 

“The idea was to win. Who the hell 
remembers who finished fifth or sixth?" 
said Rheaume. 

The question on everyone's minds 
was whether Commonwealth would be 
able to catch the leaders by the end of 
the race. And though they climbed to 
third place, just seven laps behind 
Team Suzuki and on the same lap as 
HRT, their race would end perman- 
ently at close to midnight when Kunit- 
sugu high-sided in fast turn two. 

"I was dicing with Kurt Hall and 
when I went into turn two, the back 
end stepped out real suddenly. It was 
strange, because we weren't really 
going that fast, about 1:33s. I saved it; 
but I ran off the track. I tried to get 
back on, but with the bike's steep 
steering angle it just tank-slapped and 
got worse and worse until it spit me 
off," Kunitsugu said. 

Kunitsugu suffered a sprained’ neck 
and a fat lip in his 80 mph face-plant, 
which also broke his glasses. 

Hall said that Kunitsugu had waved 
to him after he passed, but Kunitsugu 
quelled any notions that he was being 
cocky: “I waved Kurt by me on the front 
straight, but he surprised me by braking 
early for turn one so I passed him back 
between turns one and two. I thought 
I might have stuffed him, so I gave him 
a little wave to say I was sorry." 

Hall braked hard to avoid Kunitsu- 
gu’s crash, which spelled the end for 
Allied Suzuki's race as their rider took 
evasive action, rode off the inside of 
the turn and crashed. The track was 
coated with a layer of dirt and gravel, 
both at the outside of turn two where 
Kunitsugu attempted to ride back on 
and on the inside where the Allied bike 
lay, but there was no red flag and no 
clean-up. 

The race then became a snoré, as 
Team Suzuki continued to stretch’ its 
advantage. Their quick pit stops, 
flawless riding, and a strategy that saw 
Turkington, Smith and Ientasch ride 
during the day and Hall, Cooley and 
Canet ride at night, virtually assured 
them the win. In the late stages of the 
race, the team slowed considerably to 
conserve tires, since the torrid pace early 
in the race meant they'd needed to 
change at virtually every stop. 








Following the race, Hall invited the 
‘Team Suzuki crew to substitute for the 
riders in the winner’s circle, saying, 
"Its not fair. The riders get all the 
recognition when it's you guys who do 
all the work." Crew Chief Keith Perry 
sprayed the champagne. 

The Human Race Team had hoped 
that. Commonwealth would pressure 
Suzuki into making a mistake, but it 
never happened and they finished a 
distant second. 

"Fifty minutes of racing just isn't 
enough," Zupan said. 

The Humans' race was also not 
without incident, as the team lost 15 
minutes troubleshooting an electrical 
problem that turned out to be a spark 
plug that had blown out of its hole, 
and Kress finished a stint with just 10 
psi of air in the front tire caused by 
a cracked wheel. 

Drama unfolded near the end of the 
race as Tri-City Kawasaki had been 
quietly climbing out of the hole they’d 
dug for themselves when they’d blown 
their motor. Though they fell to as far 
as 22 laps behind the leaders, they 
continued to climb in the hourly results 
sheets and by hour 15 were into the 
top 10. Three hours later, Bernard 
wadded the Del Amo Suzuki in turn 
three on the first lap of his stint when 
the brake lever came back to the bar 
due to a line failure. This moved Tri- 
City into the top five, and third in the 
Heavyweight Superbike class, seven 
laps behind fourth-place Kawasaki 
Goodtimes Accessories and nine laps 
behind third-place Team Hawaii. 
Kawasaki Goodtime Accessories had 
closed on Hawaii, but a well-worn rear 
tire meant that Kirk Hoeppner could 
only manage 1:50 lap times in the end, 
and he nursed the bike home. 

Tri-City continued to plug away 
until during the final hour their 
efforts were rewarded when Moore, 
turning 1:32 lap times, passed 
Hoéppner for fourth overall. How- 
ever, Team Hawaii’s third place 
remained safe, as they held on to finish 
one lap ahead of Tri-City, despite the 
fact that Tri-City effectively picked up 
an extra lap by being the last team 
to pass start/finish before the check- 
ered flag was waved. Tri-City used just 
two’ front and three rear Michelin 
radial slicks, once running 17 hours 
on a single front tire. 

CLASS Racing was in contention for 
the Heavyweight Production-class win 
as they traded the lead back and forth 
with Kawasaki Goodtimes Accessories 
throughout the night. The Kawasaki 
team had some minor problems, alter- 
nating between street-compound Dun- 
lop: Sportmaxes and Avon radials, 
neither of which worked particularly 
well on Willow’s abrasive surface, plus 
they. pitted once to repair a broken 
muffler mount and were once accosted 
by an overzealous pit marshall who 
made them come back into the pits to 
reinstall and safety wire an axle. But 
the Heavyweight Production class 
battle ended when Pridmore lost the 
front end of his GSXR1100 in turn one 
during hour 18. The crash ground a 
hole in the bike’s cases which scooped 
up dirt, ending their race. 

This gave second in the Heavyweight 
Production class to TBA with 801 laps, 

with the bizarrely named Ernest Goes 
Racing third with 770 laps. Action 
Suzuki started on pit road with 
unscrubbed tires, crashed twice, and still 
rebounded to finish fourth in class with 
762 laps; they were joined today by Billy 
Eisenacher, whose RKN Racing team 
skipped Willow Springs after effectively 
clinching the Mediumweight Super- 
bike class title at Blackhawk Farms. 

The Mediumweight Superbike con- 
test was won by House of Wheels/Smith 
& Associates with riders, Larry 





Schwarzbach, Chris Segler, Bryan 
Hanson, Fred Provis, Steve Plentl, 
Robert Marsh and Joe Prussiano com- 
pleting 775 laps on their Yamaha 
FZR600 to finish 11th overall. The race 
for the class win looked to be a runaway 
for Team Lips in the early goings, but 
Lips' FZR600 sprang an oil leak in hour 
one when a clogged vent hose caused 
the cam cover plugs to blow out. They 
fixed that, but the bike quit altogether 
at 1:25 a.m. when it threw a rod. 

Team Extreme finished second in the 
Mediumweight Superbike class on their 
Honda CBR600 with 742 laps, with 
Team Belchfire's FZR600 third with 719 
laps. 

Team Hawaii's third-overall finish 
earned them the Mediumweight 
Production-class win on their Honda 
CBR600. Riders Bruce Miller, Eric 
Phillipson, Ed Sorbo and Morgan Seim 
used just seven Metzeler tires, three 
fronts and four rears, with the rears 
showing wear down to the cord. Long 
stints and quick tire changes kept the 
team circulating at 1:40 lap times, 
which allowed them to put 11 laps on 
second-place Livermore Honda, who 
were hampered by long pit stops. Team 
White Whale finished third in class, a 
further nine laps behind; the top-three 
teams all rode Honda CBR600s. 

The Lightweight-class battle really 
wasn't, as Team Pasta Marin was in 
control from start to finish. Riders Greg 
Petrovic, Eric Elvin, Dwayne Chung 
and Mike Krynock completed 795 laps 
on their Yamaha FZR400, despite a 
Sunday morning incident which saw 
Elvin fall while leaving pit road. The 
team suspected that a crewman spilled 
oil on the bike's front tire during the 
pit stop, which caused a sudden loss 
of traction. 

Second in the Lightweight class went 
to Bring on the Clowns, also FZR400- 
mounted, who had taken pledges to 
raise money for the Children's Hospital 
of Oakland (California); they completed 
757 laps. Third in the Lightweight class 
went to Long Beach Yamaha, who 
nursed a Yamaha Vision home, com- 
pleting 733 laps. The team nicknamed 
themselves “Team Cessna" because of 
the bike's distinctive (and loud) exhaust 
note; total investment in their effort: 
$750. cN

Puzar runs rampant 
at Maggiora

MAGGIORA, ITALY, SEPT. 23 

talian Alessandro Puzar was in a 
I rampant mood on home soil, as he 

won two of three motos to top the 
opening round of the Masters of 
Motocross, billed as the series which 
brings together the top riders from the 
U.S., Europe and Japan. 

Only a simple fall in race two 
prevented the 250cc World champ from 
winning all three motos, and that moto 
went to Trampas Parker, who finished 
the day third overall behind Jeff 
Stanton to make it two Americans on 
the podium. 

The Masters of Motocross is a six- 
race series featuring two rounds of 





motocross, a beach race and three 
supercross rounds. At the MX and 
beach race the top 15 finishers in each 
of the three 25-minute plus two-lap 
motos are awarded points based on the 
FIM GP point system, with the rider 
scoring the most points the overall 
winner. Only the top 15 overall receive 
points towards the Masters title. In the 
supercross rounds, the top 15 finishers 
in the main event are awarded cham- 
pionship points. 

At the start of the first moto it was 
Bayle who was the first to exit turn 
one with 125cc World Champion 
Donny Schmit, 500cc World champ

Eric Geboers, Stanton and Puzar in hot 
pursuit, while other stars were soon 
in trouble, Holland’s Pedro Tragter 
had his front brake cable cut bya stone, 
and halfway around the second lap 
American Rick Johnson went out 
when his front tire went flat after being 
cut by a stone. 

The man on the move was Puzar 
and, urged on by the home crowd, he 
quickly demoted Honda riders 
Geboers and Stanton. Schmit offered 
more of a challenge, even though his 
front wheel was shaking. Schmit had 
taken Andrea Bartolini’s footpeg in his 
front wheel in the hectic first turn and 
held on for four laps in close pursuit 
of Bayle. But as the handling got 
worse, Schmit had no option but to 
pull out. 

That put Puzar into second, but he 
was 10 seconds down on Bayle. Every 
lap Puzar closed slightly, but then, 
with about five minutes remaining, 
Bayle inevitably started to tire as it was 
his first race back since breaking his 
arm in August. 

Just over two laps from the end 
Puzar went past for the win. Mike 
LaRocco rode a strong race from 
eighth on the first lap to finish third 
behind Bayle as Geboers tired in the 
last five minutes and dropped behind 
John Van den Berk and Shaun Kalos. 
Van den Berk and Kalos fought hard 
to the checkered flag with the decision 
going to Van den Berk. 

Ron Lechien struggled with a bent 
disc from a collision in turn two before 
retiring, while Larry Ward went over 
the bars twice on the first lap when 
other riders crashed in front of him. 
Johnny O’Mara passed Stanton, who 
had fallen a few minutes before the end 
in the loose stones which had cut 
Johnson’s tire, on the last lap for 
eighth after starting 13th. 

Parker, who struggled after a poor 
start in moto one, grabbed the holeshot 
at the start of race two but it took Puzar 
less than a lap to demote him. The 
Italian looked to be on his way to a 
second win, but a simple fall at half 
distance dropped him to sixth and 
Parker was handed a runaway victory. 

Stanton and Geboers quickly got 
past Rodney Smith, who stayed on the 
leaderboard until his front tire went 
flat. Geboers paced himself better this 
time and kept on the gas to the end, 
but he had no answer to the challenges 
of Van den Berk and Puzar. 

Stanton had established a small 
advantage, but Van den Berk was on 
him with 10 minutes to go. Time after 
time the Dutchman got alongside, but 
Stanton shut the door every time and 
the only change on the leaderboard 





came when Puzar, having caught back 
up, went around the outside of Van 
den Berk when he was blocked by 
Stanton. 

Bayle started on the leaderboard but 
faded badly this time, while Johnson 
held off a strong challenge by Kalos 
to finish sixth behind Geboers at the 
checkered flag. 

A broken gearbox  sidelined 
LaRocco; Ward, once again, had riders 
fall in front of him on lap one, and 
Schmit had difficulty after he fell on 
the third lap. Lechien again encoun- 
tered problems, while O'Mara had 
little chance to move up from a terrible 
start. 

Bayle, whose arms had pumped as 
he had been forced to ride with 
standard front forks, and LaRocco, 
with no time for his mechanic to 
change the gearbox, were non-starters 
in the final moto. 

Stanton took the start of moto three, 
but Parker edged him out on lap one 
and Puzar followed just before the end 
of lap two. Although Puzar was 
virtually certain of the overall win, 
Parker is the one man who he believes 
can beat him on a typically Italian 
track like Maggiora. It would be a 
mental battle for the moto win. 

As they started the fifth lap, Puzar 
drew alongside down the start straight 
and held the inside line in the follow- 
ing turn, but Parker refused to submit. 
"They raced side by side to the next turn, 
slid through it glued together and set 
off up the hill. They disappeared over 
the top, and as they crested the rise 
to come back down it was Puzar in 
front. After that Puzar could never 
shake off Parker and one mistake 
could've seen a reversal of the 
positions. 

On the last lap going up the main 
hill Puzar made that mistake when he 
tried to prevent a potential inside pass 
by Parker and turned too tight at the 
bottom and lost his drive. Parker edged 
closer and they went out of sight 
together, but Puzar held the inside line 
and reappeared with the lead.

Honda does it again 
in Bol d'Or

LE CASTELLAT, FRANCE, SEPT. 22-23 

n a race that is more likely to be 
I remembered for its tragedies, the 

works Rothmans Honda tri- 
umphed yet again. It was the sixth 
consecutive victory in a 24-hour race 
by the French team, and one marred 
by the deaths of a French and a German 
rider just after the race had reached 
quarter-distance. The incident 
occurred on the Mistral Straight, the 
fastest part of the course, where six 
bikes were involved in the crash. The 
organizers stopped the race while the 
cornerworkers and ambulance were 
called out onto the track, and after a 
delay of nearly three hours, the race 
was restarted using the pace car instead 
of the traditional Le Mans-style run- 
ning start. 

Prior to the incident, the race had 
lived up to the promise shown in the 
qualifying sessions. The biggest sur- 
prise was that the all-conquering 
works Honda RVF750 had not been 
able to take pole position. Instead 
Herve Moineau, on the works Suzuki 
GSXR750, had grabbed the pole ahead 
of the factory Kawasaki ZXR750 of 
fellow Frenchman Thierry Crine, with 
the Honda only managing third- 
quickest. 

The first session was.one of the most 
exciting hours of racing ever seen at 
the start of an endurance race, with 
all five works bikes slugging it out for 
the lead. Moineau on a Suzuki, Alex 
Vieira on the sole Honda, Adrien 
Morillas on a Kawasaki, Miguel 
DuHamel on a Suzuki and Crine on 
a Kawasaki were racing as though it 
were a sprint race rather than a 24- 
hour marathon. At the end of the first 
session, Moineau’s Suzuki led Vieira’s 
Honda by less than two seconds, and 
the scene was set for a classic 
encounter. 

When the stoppage occurred, the 
race had settled into a pattern with 
Vieira’s Honda in the lead chased hard 
by Moineau’s Suzuki, but the gap was 
still less than two minutes! Kawasakis 
filled third and fourth, ahead of the 
Suzuki of Britain’s Roger Burnett, who 
was teamed with DuHamel. 

By the halfway mark, Honda’s main 
rival was out of the running as 
Moineau pushed the Suzuki in with 
a brokencam chain. This promoted the 
Kawasaki of Crine/Bolle/Battistini to 
second place, two laps adrift of the 
Honda of Vieira/Mattioli/Mertens. In 
third was the second works Kawasaki 
with Morillas/Delcamp/Lavieille, 
only one lap further behind. The 
Suzuki of Burnett/DuHamel/Autiss- 
ier was now fourth, three laps in front 
of the all-British team of Oxley/ 
Chambers/Buckmaster on the Lees 
Honda. 

Now that the nearest challenger was 
out of contention, the Honda team 
consolidated its position and slowly 
started to pull out a further advantage. 
With six hours remaining, Honda’s 
lead over the nearest Kawasaki was 
over four laps, and things were looking 
good for yet another Honda victory. 
Burnett's Suzuki was still holding onto 
fourth place, but the Oxley/ 
Chambers/Buckmaster Honda had 
lost its fifth place to the Honda of 
Bertin/de Puniet/Protat. 

As the race entered its final hour, 
there was drama for Burnett’s Suzuki 
when it suddenly began to slow due

to an oil loss and a broken piston, and 
Burnett pulled into the pits to see if 
anything could be done in time for the 
end of the race. Not long afterwards, 
the race was stopped by a second red 
flag when a large portion of the crowd 
broke down the fences and stormed 
onto the track. There were still 25 
minutes of the race remaining, but the 
course director had no alternative but 
to declare the race over, with the results 
taken from the positions at the end of 
the previous lap. The factory Honda 
team, of course, was the clear winner. 
Despite using virtually the same bike 
that they used at last year’s Bol d’Or, 
they once again proved when it comes 
to long-distance racing, nobody else- 
stands a chance. cN

ell over 800 racers gathered for 

the grand finale of the CMC 

Trans-Cal Nationals at the 
Riverfront track, where the two day 
race allowed’ northern and southern 
series racers to face each other for the 
first time to determine overall cham- 
pionship titles. Each class had two 
series points leaders, one from the 
north, and one from the south but by 
the end of the weekend there would 
be only one champion for each class.

Once out front, McElroy built a 
small lead over Nelson, who was 
fighting off the advances of Roth. 
Nelson swooped past McElroy on the 
back section of the track, taking the 
moto win ahead of McElroy, Roth and 
Chamberlain. 

Second moto action saw Chamber- 
lain storm out of the gate ahead of 
McElroy, Roth and Pat Gomm. Nelson 
suffered a sixth place start, but was 
quickly slicing his way through the 
field. Roth slid out on the first lap and 
retired while Eddie Hicks pressured 
McElroy for second. On lap three, 
Nelson misjudged a fast double jump 
while making a bid for third, and went 
down hard. 

Chamberlain stayed out front with 
no threats while Hicks made repeated 
attempts to displace McElroy. Hicks 
eventually found his way past, but had 
no chance of catching Chamberlain, 
who took the overall win with his 4- 
l score. 

"I was working towards the front, 
but I went down on the double and 
hurt my hand." explained Nelson. “I 
got up and got going again, but I 
crashed over the same jump two laps 
later!" Nelson later learned that he had 
cracked a bone in his hand, but 
continued to compete. 








Shawn Wynne led the 250cc Pro class 
at the start of moto one with Roth, 
Nelson and McElroy close behind. 
Chamberlain went down on the open- 
ing lap and dropped towards the back 
of the pack. Roth stormed into the lead 
on lap three, but was overtaken by a 
charging Nelson on lap four. Once in 
front, Nelson opened up a command- 
ing lead and took the moto win. Roth, 
Wynne and McElroy trailed across the 
finish line. 

Dan Paladino took the early lead in 
the second moto, with Chamberlain, 
Roth, and Nelson in hot pursuit. 
Chamberlain passed Paladino on lap 
three and opened up a commanding 
lead. Nelson sliced through the field, 
overtook Paladino and set after Cham- 
berlain. Although he gained quite a 
bit of ground, time ran out and 
Chamberlain took the win. 

Pete Murray pulled the holeshot in 
Sunday's opening 250cc Pro moto, 
with Nelson, Chamberlain and Larry 
Coleman in tow. Nelson quickly 
motored into the lead with Chamber- 
lain shadowing him. Chamberlain 
knocked on Nelson's door over and 
over, but the Suzuki rider was unstop- 
pable. Nelson took the win ahead of 
Chamberlain and Paladino. 

Murray also holeshot the second 
moto, with Nelson, Ron Allen, and 
Chamberlain clawing at his jersey. 
Nelon slipped under Murray on the 
second lap, while Chamberlain lost 
control and went down. Nelson pulled 
out to a commanding lead, while 
Murray and Allen fought tooth-and- 
nail over the runner-up position.

ALBANY, OR, SEPT. 22-23 
MA 125cc National campaigners 
A Tony Graves and Grayson Hart 
both made their presence felt

during the two-day Motocross 
Northwest-sanctioned Oregon State 
Motocross Championship at Albany 
Supercross. Graves, winner of the 
overall 125cc Pro class title, used 1-1- 
4-1 finishes during both days, while 
Hart nailed down the 250cc Pro crown 
after 2-1-1-l’showings; Dennis Sweeten 
captured the Open pro title via a 1- 
1-1-1 sweep. 

Hart, a Portland area rider, despite 
heavy pressure from riders around the 
Northwest, used the event as training 
for the upcoming Sacramento Super- 
cross, as well as picking up a good- 
sized chunk of the purse money up for 
grabs by track manager Bob Leach. 
Graves, taking a break from the 125cc 
Nationals, did likewise in the 125cc 
Pro class, but due to a first-moto 
fourth-place finish in Sunday’s action, 
Don Bisceglia won the day’s overall 
in the class. 


Saturday 


In order for a rider to be eligible for 
an overall title in each respective class, 
a rider had to contest and finish all 
four motos throughout the weekend. 
Saturday’s action showcased the 
majority of the Northwest's hottest up- 
and-coming riders, as well as several 
of yesterday's top riders, including 
former Team Honda rider Ron Sun. 
Despite being some 50 pounds over his 
physique of years past, Sun proved that 


he had the right stuff and netted, 


Saturday's overall win in the 30-40 Pro 
class. 

Graves rode in smooth and flawless 
style during both of the 125cc Pro 
motos, but didn't have it as easy as he 
would have liked, as Hart hounded the 
southern Oregon speedster all the way 
to the finish in moto one, while Honda 
rider Jeff Daily picked up third at 
moto's end. 

Moto two was much the same as 
Graves led the field around the two- 
mile, sand-lined course to cap off 
Saturday's class win, while Hart's 2- 
2 showings gave him second, followed 
by Kawasaki rider Chad Berry (3-3). 

Local rider Gary “Bad Boy" Beyer, 
riding a KTM, launched to the head 
of the pack in the first 250cc Pro class 
moto, showing that he’s still capable 
of picking up a win, beating Hart and 
Daily. Hart got the nod in the second 
contest to take the class win ahead of 
Beyer and Daily. 

Kawasaki Team Green's Danny 
Ulven posted impressive 125 and 250cc 
Intermediate class wins. 


Sunday 


Salem's Kenny “Too Rad" Olsen 
blurred to the front of the pack in the 
first 125cc Pro moto, but his lead was 
short-lived, as the Motocross Northw- 
est number two rider crashed, allowing 
Graves to take the lead. Graves' lead 
also succumbed to a soil sample, 
allowing Hart, who initially started in 
fifth, to take the lead and hold it to 
the finish followed by Bisceglia, Mike 
Bell, Graves and Daily. 

Olsen found himself out front, once 
again, in the second moto, and this 
time held the lead much longer, even 
with heavy pressure from a horde of 
riders. Four laps into the race the top 
six were never more than 12 feet apart 
with Olsen leading the way. Things 
however, changed as a pileup took out 
Olsen, Bell and Washington's Scott 
Grimm. This allowed Graves and 
Bisceglia to pull away from the field, 
while Hart, Trevor Portner and Daily 
trailed. 

Graves prevailed in the end for the 
125cc title, but due to Bisceglia's 2-2 
consistency, the Suzuki rider took the 
day's overall win with Graves' 4-1 
showings good for third on the day 
behind Hart, who missed out on the

Kipp clobbers Nelson Ledges RR

GARRETTSVILLE, OH, SEPT. 2 

Dutchman Racing's Tom Kipp took a break 
from the AMA/CCS endurance wars to race 
a couple of WERA sprint events at Nelson 
Ledges Road Course and came away with two 
dominating wins in Formula One and A 
Superbike. Kipp had the very potent Dutch- 
man Suzuki GSXR1100 to log a few break- 
in miles after a fresh motor rebuild by tuner/ 
owner Dave Schlosser. 

Schlosser had spent the week developing the 
work in conjunction with a new type of 
Wiseco piston, head work and larger carbs. 
According to Kipp, these were beneficial in 
getting seven or eight more horsepower to the 
ground on the top end while leaving the 
bottom power alone. It showed as Kipp was 
easily the class of the field in both races, even 
though he softened the suspension for the 
bumpy two-mile course and used the standard 
sticky Michelins to whistle veteran track 
observers with unheard-of lap times in the 
one-minute ll-second range. Many believed 
he had set an unofficial motorcycle track 
record, but WERA officials balked because 
nothing official is recorded regarding lap 
times. 

While Kipp rode the crest of the high 
horsepower wave, teenager Steve Patterson 
demonstrated how he has evolved into one 
of the premier yound road racers in America 
today. The Detroit, Michigan-based rider blew 
his Superbike motor in his FZR600 during 
Saturday's heats, and had to have his mother 
bring his spare stock motor four-and-a-half 
hours from Detroit. It arrived shortly before 
midnight and he and his father worked 
fever to install it for Sunday's mains. 

It paid off handsomely as Patterson rolled 
to wins in C Superbike via a disqualified front- 
runner (Chris Reiner); B Production Expert; 
second place C Production Expert and second 
place in B Superbike behind the superbike- 
motored Mark Heiser. Patterson held off 
Heiser until the last lap when Heiser's 
stronger motor and experience reeled in 
Patterson going down the front straight to 
the checkered flag.

Both racers left the track 
at about 50 mph, and headed straight out into 
the rough desert. Although it took Stephens 
nearly 100 yards to get his bike under control, 
he rode back onto the track and managed to 
finish fourth.

Schwartz wins Track Final at 
Speedway USA

VICTORVILLE, CA, SEPT. 8 
Current Speedway Champion Bobby “Booga- 
loo" Schwartz added another championship 
cup to his trophy case with the track final 
win at Speedway USA in Victorville. The final 
race of the season at the High Desert oval was 
staged in the standard 16-rider championship 
format, but was referred to as the track final 
due to the lack of a championship level purse. 
Schwartz won the event despite losing a 
fourth round heat to rival Steve Lucero. 
Lucero, who was the reigning Track Cham- 
pion coming into the event, had a perfect score 
after defeating Schwartz in that race and 
looked like a lock to win his second straight 
final, but he experienced mechanical prob- 
lems in his final ride and had to push his 
bike across the finish line to get the one point 
that is awarded for a dinde finish. That 
left the door wide open for Schwartz, who only 
had to win his last heat to claim the overall 
win. That last ride was anything but a 
cakewalk however, as “Boogaloo” was pitted 
against Alan Christian. Fortunately for 
Schwartz, he had the inside pole starting 
position, while Christian was slotted out of 
the groove in the third spot. Schwartz did what 
he does so well, got a great start and never 
looked back to take the night’s victory. 
Christian drove hard behind Schwartz but just 
couldn’t make up much ground on the 
National champ. Christian’s second-place 
finish in the heat created a three-way tie for 
third place and a run-off was scheduled to 
see who would join Schwartz and Lucero on 
the rostrum. The other two riders that were 
tied with Christian with 10 points were Jesse 
Finch and Andy Northrup. Finch and Nor- 
thrup were both surprising participants at this 
stage of the event but each rode well and

deserved the shot at third overall. However, 
Christian also was dialed in and had plans 
for third place himself.

He got the initial lead over Christian but 
saw the red flag come out because of Finch, 
who in his haste to grab the lead found himself 
upside down in turn one. On the restart 
Gaia showed why he is a serious con- 
tender for the 1990 National Championship, 
he got the jump on Northrup and Finch and 
never faltered all the way to the checkered flag. 
Northrup finished in fourth place overall. 

Rob Ball from Colorado was victorious in 
the Support class, easily outdistancing Harley 
Hall, John Aden and fellow Coloradan Pat 
“The Rat" Litt.

Mexicans beat Americans at 
GP de la Amistad RR

SALTILLO, MEXICO, SEPT. 2 

Endurance racers from as far away as Los 
Angeles, California, made the haul 160 miles 
south of the border to the new Autodrom del 
Norte for the 10th GP de la Amistad — a 200- 
kilometer endurance road race. 

Saturday practice saw Texans Larry 
Schwarzbach and Craig Gleason set fast time 
on the 1.3-mile track at 1 min., 7.21 seconds, 
with Mexican riders Luis Aramoni and Juan 
Galeazzi at 1:08.41 and “El Ronco", Guil- 
lermo Villarreal and his teammate Jose 
Ramirez at 1:08.41. Inglewood, California- 
based Big City Racing qualified both their 
team's bikes with 1:08. After practice, the 
sponsors had a cocktail party, complete with 
a mariachi band, to welcome the American 
riders. 

Sunday was all business. Twenty teams, 
eight from the U.S. and 12 from Mexico, lined 
up before an estimated 4000 spectators who 
had never seen a Le Mans-type start before. 

Schwarzbach and his World of Wheels 
Yamaha FZR600 got the jump, promptly 
broke away, and wasn't seriously challenged 
for the next 45 laps. By then, he had put a 
lap on the field up to fourth place. Aramoni, 
lying in second, was just waiting for Schwarz- 
back's mandatory rider change to take his turn 
at the lead. 

The dark sky to the east kept moving in 
the direction of the track and new race strategy 
was necessary. On the 38th lap, the rain god 
Tlaloc made his presence felt. The endurance 
pace changed to that of a sprint race as 
everyone tried to get in as many laps as 
possible, just in cast the race was stopped. 

Big City Racing, now running sixth and 
seventh overall, made their pen. Bein rider 
change and vowed to stay on the track even 
if it meant riding at a walking pace — a 
decision that proved to be very fruitful. 
Aramoni crashed at the end of the straight 
and after pushing the bike back to the pits, 
lost 10 laps stripping off the damaged fairing 
and replacing the oil cap. 

As the downpour continued, Schwarzbach, 
the leader, also went down in the first turn. 
After.a lengthy stop, the bike returned with 
Gleason riding. 

During the 25 laps of rain, the field was 
reduced to as few as six bikes as various teams 
crashed or took prolonged pit stops. The team 
of Steve Davidson and Pete Martin stayed out 
and continued at a reduced speed, making up 
their laps and moving into first place. Big 





City's Alex White and Chris Young also stayed 
on the track, moving their Del Amo Yamahas 
into third and fourth. Daniel Elvani, who had 
moved his team into second place, turned the 
bike over to Jose Rodriquez who, sensing a 
drying track, turned up the wick and motored 
to the front, passing Martin, and taking the 
checkers on lap 87. 

The Libre class race saw Villarreal take his 
Suzuki GSXR750, to the win over Texan Peter 
Martin, followed by Luis Penaloza. 

The 400cc National race was won by 
Rodolfo de la Pena, with Palblo Escalante 
second and Luis Bobadilla taking third. 

Worries about the purse were quickly 
dispelled when event organizer Edurado Leon 
paid first through eighth places in checks 
drawn on an American bank. Big City 
Racing's decision to stay out on the track 
earned them checks for $1150 for third and 
$950 for fourth. The American teams had high 
praise for the organization of the races, the 
track, the parties and the purse. The promoters 
plan on an annual U.S. versus Mexico event, 
and plan to schedule it as not to conflict with 
any points-paying races in the States, as 
happened this weekend.

McBride and Tom Burge tied for second 
with 13 points each and Lenny McBride 
rounded out the finalists with 11 points. Burge 
ended Diem's win streak in final number one 
by taking the lead on the inside of turn two 
off the start. Diem, Tuff and Lenny McBride 
stayed close but were unable to get past Burge. 
Diem, however, came back in final number 
two with a close win over Tuff McBride. After 
notching another victory in the final three, 
Diem assured himself of the championship 
as even a last place finish in final number 
four would give him the points needed to take 
the crown. Diem took second behind Tuff 
McBride in final number four giving him 10 
points. Tuff McBride finished with seven, 
while Burge had four, with Lenny McBride 
getting three. CN
